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CAPITALISM WILL 
PREVAIL IN EUROPE 

FOR THE SOVIET government at 
Moscow to say to the other soviet 
states of the Russian republic that 
each of the 16 can maintain its own 
army, conduct its own foreign af¬ 
fairs and in general run its own af¬ 
fairs if it wishes to do so, sounds 
much broader than is actually the 
fact. It is much like the govern¬ 
ment at Washington saying to such 
states as Rhode Island. Delaware, 
Vermont or Nevada: “You can play 
by yourself if you wish.” Of the 16 
soviet states only one, Russia, is of 
any size. The other 15 are but dots 
on the map, practically helpless as 
independent governments. As a 
commonwealth of nations Russia 
will more easily absorb, as auton¬ 
omous states, Latvia, Estonia, Lithu¬ 
ania. It will ease the protests from 
England and America. Her propo¬ 
sal may sound attractive to other 
Slav states including Poland, Bes¬ 
sarabia, Bulgaria, possibly Finland 
and Czechoslovakia. It gets by the 
problem of the preservation of pre¬ 
war boundaries as there can be pre¬ 
war boundaries within the Russian 
Commonwealth of Nations. Stalin 
has proven himself no novice fh the 
game of statesmanship. In Europe 
it is to be a contest, friendly, I be¬ 
lieve, between state socialism—not 
communism—and a curtailed capi¬ 
talism. In the first heat state social¬ 
ism will win, but in the finals, many 
years away, capitalism will prevail. 

YOUR OPPOSITION SHOULD 
HEAR YOUR STORY. TOO 

A GROUP OF WOMEN wishing to 
do something for the political party 
in the principles of which they be¬ 
lieved, organized for the purpose of 
holding monthly political meetings. 

They arranged for a hall and se¬ 
cured speakers who could tell of 
the virtues of their side and the 
inequities of the opposition. The 
group then sent many invitations to 
attend these meetings, but no one 
of the opposition was invited or 
wanted. I have wondered at just 
the why of those meetings, what the 
ladies expected to accomplish. 

That group of women remind me 
of some men groups I know. They 
are industrialists and men of busi¬ 
ness who want to do something to 
sell the people of America on the 
free enterprise system. They invite 
speakers to tell them of the advan¬ 
tages of that system, but none of 
the rabid socialistic element are 
ever present. Those men pat them¬ 
selves on the back for the patriotic 
effort they are making. All they 
h«ve accomplished is to sell them- 
sdlves on their own virtues. 

GOVERNMENT BY VETO 
IS A POSSIBILITY 

FOR THE PAST several years con¬ 
gress has lavishly passed on to the 
executive departments of the gov¬ 
ernment the legislative authority 
and responsibility of congress. That 
has made possible the government 
by decree we have today. So long 
as the President can control as much 
as one-third of the votes of either 
the house or the senate he can re¬ 
tain, if he wishes, the powers con¬ 
gress has given him. With the con¬ 
stitutional authority to veto in the 
hands of the President the probabil¬ 
ity of repeal of any law passing 
legislative authority to the executive 
branch is small. So long as the 
President has at his command large 
sums appropriated without being for 
a specified purpose congress cannot 
nullify his actions by refusal to ap¬ 
propriate. That is the case in the 
matter of food subsidies. The situ¬ 
ation was created by congress. It 
makes government by veto possible. 

GRADE LABELING 
AND ADVERTISING 

I AM TOLD that in Puerto Rico 
only graded, and not branded, mer¬ 
chandise can be offered for sale. 
Canned fruits or vegetables, for ex¬ 
ample, are sold as grade A, B or C, 
not as Smith, Brown or Jones. That 
is the system advocated for all 
America by the present governor 
general of Puerto Rico, Rex/ord 
Tugwell, when he was assistant sec¬ 
retary of agriculture. Tugwell is op¬ 
posed to advertising which he has 
pronounced “an economic waste." 
The substitution of grades instead 
of brands would remove all elements 
of competition and there would be 
nothing to advertise. Possibly he is 
using Puerto Rico as a guinea pig 
on which to test his theory.

PRESIDENT S HEALTH 

When congressional leaders called 
at the White House for the first leg¬ 
islative conference following the 
President’s return from South Caro¬ 
lina, he looked fit as a fiddle. How¬ 
ever, Senate Majority Leader Alben 
Barkley popped the question that 
has had the capital worried because 
of those wild rumors about the Com- 
mander-in-Chicf's health. 

"How do you feel?” asked the 
Kentuckian. 

"Great,” replied Roosevelt. He 
added that he had got in 12 hours of 
sleep a night and plenty of sun¬ 
shine. 

He was brown as a berry and 
buoyant as ever. However, congres¬ 
sional leaders noted that his face 
was a little thinner. Admiral Ross 
T. Mclntire, the President's physi¬ 
cian, accepts responsibility for this. 
Roosevelt has knocked off 10 pounds 
under Mclntire's orders. He is still 
five pounds overweight according to 
his physician’s standards, but Mc¬ 
lntire figures that this can be cor¬ 
rected by proper dieting. 
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CIO POLITICAL 
COMMITTEE GETS ACTIVE 

WASHINGTON.—Digging behind 
most major domestic news develop¬ 
ments lately, you will find the CIO 
and its political action committee. 

Behind the senate poll tax con¬ 
sideration, the defeat of Congress¬ 
man Starnes in Alabama, the pres¬ 
entation of two new labor cases to 
the Supreme court, actions of the 
War Labor board, as well as the 
celebrated Montgomery Ward case, 
is this aggTessive labor movement 
working on the one hand with its 
regular business, and, the other 
underhand with a political business 
to get Mr. Roosevelt elected for a 
fourth term, and itself in the politi¬ 
cal saddle. 

While the nation was once shocked 
at John L. Lewis lending-spending 
$500,000 to reelect Mr. Roosevelt the 
second time, it seems likely the CIO 
will spend a far greater sum if it 
keeps its present unprecedented 
scale of political pressuring—all of 
which must come only from the 
workers whom It taxes with dues. 

The man who defeated Demo¬ 
cratic Representative Starnes in 
Alabama, for instance, was a CIO 
attorney, and thus on their payroll. 

In two cases now presented to 
Mill-workers—Utah—Kennecott Cop¬ 
per and Richwood Clothespin), the 
CIO is trying through the National 
Labor Relations board to get a re¬ 
versal of union elections which it 
lost. 

In the Montgomery Ward case, it 
won the election, but when it loses, 
apparently, it brings the election 
into question before the labor board 
and courts in such a way as to 
raise doubt as to whether it can 
aver lose. 

MORE ACTIVE THAN PARTY 

Hand in hand with this wartime 
organizing agitation through the 
government labor boards to the 
Supreme court, its Sidney Hillman 
Is far more active in political cam¬ 
paigning than the Democratic na¬ 
tional committee, taking the radi¬ 
cal and communist line, issuing a 
weekly paper with pictures showing 
Mr. Hillman directing negro or¬ 
ganizers, not for the union but for 
politics — and, indeed, pressuring 
even Mr. Roosevelt himself directly 
through Phil Murray to upset the 
government’s “Little Steel” for¬ 
mula. 

Never in all the history of this 
democracy has there appeared such 
a dual business and political move¬ 
ment openly seeking, spending and 
pressuring to dominate the politics, 
the decisions and even war eco¬ 
nomics of the country. The wolves 
of Wall street, when they had a 
bite in years past, were cubs by 
comparison. 

By contrast also there has been 
little unusual political activity and 
no apparent agitation from the 
AFL. 

Democratic party matters have 
reached such a state that Senator 
Bailey of North Carolina, announced 
If Hillman "and his CIO and com¬ 
munists” dominated the Democratic 
party, he will resign from it. Sena¬ 
tor McKellar also has charged “CIO 
is half communist.” Clearly, it is 
not only in the union and political, 
but in the social reform business. 

Practically all the leading south¬ 
ern senators attributed the current 
poll tax discussion to pressure from 
Hillman’s CIOPA. The group has 
caused the senate to waste a week'a 
time in what Democratic Leader 
Barkley conceded at the outset was 
a futile argument. 

AN OUTDATED ISSUE 

Indeed, no one except the CIO, its 
political action and the communist 
groups, seem any longer interested 
in the poll tax. It is an outdated 
issue, made even more obsolete by 
the Supreme court ruling upset¬ 
ting the southern primary system. 
No one seems to want the poll tax 
anyway. 

Apparently, these groups thought 
they could force the senate to fili¬ 
buster and thus make the usual poli¬ 
tical hay for themselves, but the 
southern senators decided to keep 
their long-winded men in the back¬ 
ground, and Senators Connally, 
George, Bankhead, Bailey and 
McKellar led off the debate to argue 
the case on its merits. 

Some Republicans had served pri¬ 
vate notice that they might join the 
Barkley cloture move if the Bellows 
boys we/4 let loose, but the leading 
southerners were willing to under¬ 
take the useless argument anyway 
on a straight basis because of the 
threat of the CIOPA to constitutional 
government — and their party as 
well. 

The fourth term front offered offi¬ 
cially by Chairman Hannegan in his 
New York speech took no notice of 
Hillman and CIOPA, or its social re¬ 
form line, but followed an opposite 
one. Hannegan did not mention the 
new deal which Mr. Roosevelt per¬ 
sonally has already announced is 
dead, but founded his case on the 
international considerations. 

Thus, the Roosevelt-Hull-Byrnea- 
Hannegan top is riding the fourth 
term horse in one direction while 
CIO and the Hillman CIOPA and 
communists are riding the same 
horse harder in the opposite way.

NAZI CHANNEL DEFENSES 
Of all the variegated defenses Hit¬ 
ler has conceived to block the Sec¬ 
ond Front — from rocket-guns to 
flame on the Channel—the one which 
the Allies are worried most about 
is the plain, relatively old-fashioned 
machine-gun nest. 

The Nazis have developed a new 
type of machine-gun nest, tried it out 
at Cassino, and it was one reason 
for our failure to advance. 

This pillbox is of very heavy 
concrete, quite small, extends 
only a foot or so above the 
ground and is extremely diffi¬ 
cult to see from the air. The 
pillbox usually bouses two ma¬ 
chine guns, hitched together so 
that one man can fire both. 

One Nazi is in each pillbox so 
that if he is hit only one man is 
lost. But it takes almost a direct 
bomb hit to knock him out, so 
air pounding of them from overhead 
is not too effective. These pillboxes, 
buried in the mountains at Cassino, 
were terrifically effective, and more 
of them are reported lying in wait 
behind the shore along the coast of 
western Europe.

That fearsome ocean denizen, 
the squid, should never be hun¬ 
gry.

DISCHARGE BUTTONS 
With more than a million men now 
honorably discharged from the 
army for wounds, health or age, the 
question of honorable discharge but¬ 
tons becomes more and more im¬ 
portant.

Assist¬ 
ant Secretary of State Adolf Berle, 
diminutive and precocious, joined 
them. 

Soon, high-pitched scolding voices 
came from Stettinius' office. Call¬ 
ers in his anteroom could not help 
overhearing the harangue as it re¬ 
verberated even through the heavy 
mahogany doors of the state depart¬ 
ment. 

Finally, Lord Halifax was ushered 
out. Later Stettinius came out, fol¬ 
lowed by Berle, who looked a bit 
agitated.
